Manufacturers In Most

UNION CLAIMS VICTORY

industry today in its most settled 
condition in yeais. 


All the "big three" produceis— 


GM, Ford and Chrysler—and some 
of the so-called independents were 
signed up with the CIO United 
Auto Workers for at least two 
years. 


Longest of all the agreements is 


the unprecedented five-year Gen- 
eral Motors pact announced yes- 
terday. 
It does not permit even 


a wage reopening before 1955. 


The Ford contract allows either 


the company or union to ask for 
wage adjustments once before it 
expires in 1952. The Chrysler con- 
tract permits two wage reopen- 
ings by either side in its three- 
year duration. 


All this seemed to leave both 


sides in the industry satisfied. 


Management was looking for- 


ward to long periods free from 
labor strife. The UAW was hope- 
ful of using the big three agree- 
ments as patterns at scores of 
smaller firms where -bargaining 
has been held up pending the big 
setlements. 


UAW President Walter Reuther 


said the union would use the GM 
pact as a pattern "wherever we 
scan." 


The union claimed it v.-as far 


superior to either the strikeless 
Ford settlement lasUSeptember or 
the Chrysler settlement at the end 
of a 100-day strike May 4. 


Its major provisions were these:

ASSISTANCE FRAUDS 


During the first four months of 


this year 88 Pennsylvamans were 
convicted of fiaudulently receiving 
public assistance, according to a 
report from the Department of 
Public Assistance today.

These peo- 
ple had received public assistance 
grants for which they were npt 
eligible by 'concealing information, 
misrepresenting facts, or failing 
to report changes in their circum- 
stances which would affect eligib- 
ility.

cases totaled $59,469, or an aver- 
age of $675 per case During the 
four-month period, 323 complaints 
were filed with the county courts, 
but in many instances settlement 
was reached before the case came 
to trial.

Stop yawning from spring fever and consider the art 


of relaxing, advises Sam Dawson, Associated Press fea- 
ture writer in New York, who offers these suggestions: 


Business brains have burned the midnight oil to 


think up ways of lulling you to sleep. Some people can 
get to sleep simply by thinking about the amount of work 
there is to be done. But others make work out of re- 
laxing. 


They blame their sleeplessness on the neighbors, their 


wives or their offspring. 
And the next day the hired 


hands at the office or the mill have a rough time. 


Consider a few of the wonders of science and the in- 


genuity of industry, as viewed through the ads, aimed at 
relaxing you with gadgets. 


There's the "modern escape bed", which the Lewis 


& Conger Sleep Shop of New York peddles at around 
$600. It is "equipped with automatic control panel for re- 
mote control of phonograph, television; for regulating 
temperature, humidity, and breezes; for instant access 
to favorite literature, beverages and snacks; for easing the 
insomniatic tension and promoting deep restful sleep." 


If you don't want to go whole hog on this business all 


at once, you can approach the gadgetry piecemeal. Here 
are a few simpler ones: 


The "Lullapine", an electrical gadget that "hums a con- 


•tanfc Browsing tone and dispels relaxing pine fragrance.".. 
Or tfie "slumber bath", a concoction to be added to your 
tub. Or the "pulsating relaxer" an electric oscillating unit 
to tie slipped under the mattress. No matter what you 
think, the ad says it "sends gentle pulsations that ease 
the tension." 


There are the "pendiculation plaque", depicting a gap- 


ing gent, "an irresistable yawn-inducer"; and the metro- 
nomic luller "with rhythmic flashing glow-light and re- 
petitive, rhythmic lulling tone." 


If you aren't worn out by now, try reading yourself 


to sleep, using a non-skid prop-pillow, a floor reading 
stand that holds a book "securely in every conceivable 
position", and a robot cigarette holder which thwarts your 
tendency to set the bed afire. 


The "lullaby radio-bed lamp" combines radio recep- 


tion with restful light—and some radio comedian's pro- 
gram will likely do the trick. Or try a set of "polite 
neighbor league pleas", eight verses exhorting the unthink- 
ing to curb such classical neighborhood noises as radios 
and pets. If your pate is thinly thatched, there's a "Car- 
nan head-warmer" which comes with adjustable bands in 
blue. 


On the other hand, another ad recognizes that some 


people fall asleep too easily—for example, just when the 
wife is in the midst of the exciting account of what went 
on at the bridge club today—and it reads: "Does hubby 
fall asleep too readily or at the wrong time? Try the 
no-doze pellets of concentrated cafein. 
They stimulate 


wakefulness when required, safe and effective." 


About the only thing the ads don't mention in the way 


of wooing the goddess of relaxation is this: Remember? 
A nice grassy bank under an apple tree in full bloom, and 
the fish biting—now—and—then. 


PRAYERS FOR PEACE 


According to an Associated Press dispatch to the 


Times-Mirror from Washington, President Truman asks 
the American people to observe Memorial Day "as a day 
of prayer for permanent peace."

Party Labels Mean Less 
And Less as Issues Unfold

"WASHINGTON—(NEA)—There is one major issue in the 1950 po- 
** litical campaign which is now hard pressing upon the voters. 
There is no precise name for it. The old labels don't quite fit It is 
more a state of mind, a.sixth sense or a political "feel" which voters 
are being asked to decide upon and express. 


For lack of better words, this issue might be defined as conser- 


vatism versus liberalism, reactionaryism versus progressivism or just 
plain Taffism versus Trumanism. It is in no sense a conflict between 
Republicans and Democrats, though these names still appear on the 
headquarters-doors. The main issue is at stake within both the two 
major parties. 


It was at stake in the Republican primary in Pennsylvania. The fight 


there was whether the old conservative G. O. P. machine under Joseph 
R. Grundy should remain in power. It was kicked out by a new 
progressive- movement led by Gov. James H. Duff. 


It was at stake in the Alabama primary. The fight there was over 


control of the State Democratic committee. The reactionary Dixie- 
crats lost. 


Conservatism versus liberalism is the issue in California. Rep. 


Helen Gahagan Douglas, seeking the Democratic senatorial nomina- 
tion, is an all-out liberal. Manchester Boddy, publisher of the Los 
Angeles News, who is opposing her, has advocated many progressive 
policies, but is trying to rally the conservative strength of the Demo- 
cratic party behind him. Whoever wins in this primary race will face 
Rep. Richard M. Nixon, Republican conservative. 


It is the main issue in North Carolina, where liberal Democratic 


Senator Frank M. Graham is fighting to retain his seat against divided 
opposition. Willis Smith is a lawyer who is considered conservative, 
while ex-Senator Robert Reynolds is ultra-conservative. 


This struggle for a political philosophy becomes apparent not only 


from trying to digest the 50 speeches made by President Truman on 
his swing through the northwest It is also obvious from the bulletins 
put out by the Republican National Committee from day to day, during 
the President's tour, and from the formal counter-blast made by Ohio 
Senator Robert A. Taft. 


OENATOR TAFT says he has never met any of the "greedy, selfish 
•^ reactionaries" that President Truman is always talking about Taft 
really considers himself a progressive. He takes credit for having 
sponsored the- public housing and hospital construction programs 
passed by the 81st Congress. 


Many of the things Taft says he stands for, the Democratic liberals 


can also say they support. For instance: An all-ppwerful U. S. armed 
force 
. . liberty, freedom of speech, a proper minimum wage, pro- 


tection of farm prices . . . better education, health, housing, security, 
elimination of hardship and poverty. 


But Senator Taft claims there is a difference in his approach to these 


things. He wants them only if they can be obtained by avoiding—in 
every case except public utilities—"the deadening regulation of gov- 
ernment bureaus attempting to fix prices, practices, and quotas in 
free industries." 


Liberals may properly object to this Taft analysis of Truman's 


methods and of what the President wants for the country 
Taft 


Indulges in considerable exaggeration. Truman does the same thing in 
talking about the reactionaries. That's politics and only to be exoected 
if you know how to lake it.

For GOOD-ness Sake

Eligibility requirements for the 


donation of blood on June 14. 
July 12, and August 9, when the 
American Red Cross Blood-mobile 
will visit Warren, are outlined by 
Howard Lauffenberger, chairman 
of the blood commitee of the War- 
ren County Red Cross chapter. In 
this evening's Times-Mirror blood 
donors will find pledge cards to be 
filled in and returned as quickly 
as possible to the local chapter. 


Generally speaking, Mr. Lauffen- 


berger states that any healthy 
man and woman between the ages 
of 18 and 60 could donate a pint 
of blood. Donors should weigh at 
least 110 pounds and should have 
been in good health prior to the 
donation. Minors can donate only 
when 
written 
permission 
has 


been obtained from parents or 
guardians. 


The local blood program has 


been approved by the Warren 
County Medical Society, the War- 
ren General Hospital and the De- 
partment of Health. In discuss- 
ing some of the points which 
should be born In mind, physicians 
have recommended that donors 
should drink fruit juices and eat 
nothing for at least four hours 
before the donation. They espec- 
ially warn against eating heavy 
breakfasts Including eggs, fats, 
cream, honey or pancakes. 


Immediatel; after the donation, 


the Red Cross Canteen Service will 
serve refreshments consisting of 
coffee, ioast, sandwiches and fruit 
juice. Red Cross officials do not 
advise a heavy meal Immediately 
after donation. 


If you have any doubt as to the 


advisability of being a blood don- 
or, ask your family doctor.
